LIGHT ON TRAPPING 
F SENATORS SHED. 


ACRAMENTO, Sept. 18.—The trial 
of former Senator E. J. Emmons, 
ace of boddling at the last ses- 
sion of the Legislature, was resumed 
thie morning, with Ciarence Grange, 
secretary of the Phoenix Building and 
Lean Association, on the witness stand. 

Taking Grange's testimony was te- 
sumed. Before this, Grange asked the 
privilege of making a statement. He 
said he had been slightly indisposed for 
several days, and his memory Was not 
as clear as usual when he gave his tes- 
timony last Friday. This morning, he 
went tq Dist.-Atty. A. M. Seymour and 
asked 4 it would be proper to look over 
the transcript of testimony. Seymour 
said it was proper, and after looking 
over the transcript he found -he had 
made two errors. These errors related 
to dates he had conversations with Jo- 
seph 8. Jordan and Gaven McNab. 

After several objections to ‘\estimony 
given by the witness in which he re- 
ferred to the “four boodling Senators,” 
Grange told of the conversation he had 
with Gaven McNab, in which it was de- 
cided. to trap the quartet. He traced 
the course. of events up to the time the 
marked bills were fixed up to entrap 
Bunkers, Emmons, Wright and French, 
The marked bills were turned over to a 
man he did not know but who was in- 
dicated by a nod of the head by Gaven 
McNab as the man to whom it should 
be paid. Later, the witness said, he 
learned that the man to whom he had 
given the marked bills was Moses 
Hines. 

Granges testimony was quite the 
same as that given before the Senate 
investigating commitiee and at the 
trial of Bunkers, 

Grange was then turned ov to 
Grove I. Johnson for cross-examina- 
tion, Johnson asked Grange a series of 
questions relating to his places of resi- 
dence and his business connections. 
Johnson then asked the witness if he 
had ever had in his employ a man 
named Abe Schwartz. He said he 
had. He denied he had written to 
Schwartz to come to him at San Frau- 
cisco. Further on, in answer tou ques- 
tion by Johnson, Grange sald Schwartz 
“left his employ between (wo suns, and 
in now in San Quentin,” through prose- 
cut ion by him. 

Johnson at once took up another line 
of questioning. This related to Jordan's 
employment by the Phoenix to write 
“ads.” Afier the Phoenix had decided 
to quit advertising for a time, Jordan 
was engaged to collect bills introduced 
in the Legislature relating to building 
and joan associations. Johnson wanted 
to know why he had not testified that 
Jordan was employed to collect bil's 
when he appeared before the Senate 
investigating committee. Grange said 
he believed he had so testified . 

Grange said he was particularly in- 
terested in Senate Bill No. 621. This 
was a bill in which Frank Otis, an at- 
torney representing a rival association, 
was anxious to have passed. This 
Statement was made in answer to a 
number of questions designed to show 
that Grange was interested in a par- 
ticular bill before the last Legislature, 
which was being pressed by outside in- 
fluences. 

Referring to the ht he communl- 
cated with Jordan, telling him to meet 
him in this city, Jordan asked Grange 


notified Dist.-Atty. Seymour, the Dis- 
trict Attorney of San Francisco or the 
Attorney-General, but his attorney had 
notified the newspapers. 

Grange ‘testified that his company 
had never paid a cent in return for the 
money he put up to entrap the Sers 
tors. He said he took the money from 
his own private sources. 

Johnson asked Grange how much he 
was worth January 1 last. After an 
objection had been overruled, he said 
he was worth at that time between 
$17,000 and $18,000. Johnson asked what 
his salary as manager was and he re- 
plied that he received no salary, but 
received a commiasion on certain lines 
of work. 

An objection by Seymour brought 
forth the declaration from Johnson 
that the witness supervised his own 
actions with respect to disbursements 
and passed upon the question of his 
own commissions. Johnson declared a 
company so managed ought to be in- 
vestigated. 

Here Johnson declared he would 
rrove that Grange was the man who 
rad sought to bribe the legisiators, 
and that he would show that Grange 
Was an accomplice, Grange, in an- 
swer to questions, said he had expend- 

$900 of his own money to trap 
“doodling ard blackmailing legislat- 
ors,” and that he would take the same 
action again, if the opportunity were 
presented, Grange said Attorney Otis 
had threatenec hostile legislation, an! 
the witness said he so informed mem- 
bers of the Assembly Committee. 

Grange stated that when he testified 
hefore the Senate investigating com- 
mittee that Jordan had told him that 
Punkers and French were the Sen- 
ators who would have to be “seen,” 
he told the truth. Johnson wanted to 
know why he had not so testified last 
Friday or this morning Grange re- 
plied that {it positively bad escaped 
his memory. 

Johnson made an exhaustive review 
of the testimony given by the wit- 
ness at the investigaiion by the Sen- 
ate Committee, with the idea of 
showing diecrepancies between that 
given at that time and that given 
at the trial of Bunkers. 

In the course of the quigzing, Grange 
said he had rever made certain state- 
‘ments, but made an emphatic denial, 
saying: “I certainly never testified 
that way ond you are trying to put 
words into my mouth which I never 


“Why. God rest your soul, man, I 
never ittempted to do that with any 
man, much less am I trying to do it 
with you,” said Johnson. 

Here Seymour and Jones, evidently

There was 
only one man standing there, and when 
McNab nodded I waiked up to him and 
delivered the money.”

A Statue of Franklin in Paris. 

The historic link that binds France 
and the United States has already been 
symbolized by statues of Washington 
and Lafayette, erected in the city of 
Paris as the gift of American citizens. 
But a third and equally appropriate

Franklin, the first American Minister 
to France. Franklin lived for nine 
years in Paris, and it was his diplomatic 
work with the French government 
that consolidated the success of the 
Revolution.
